BABATOOA, N. Y., Aug. 20.—Tho oij;ht!i 


annual moating of the Amorican Bar asso. 
ciation was oponod Wodnosday, A largo 
number of prominent members ol tho logul 
profession woro prosent from all parts o( 
the country, among these being David Dud- 
loy'Fiold, Gon. Roger A. Pryor, Judgo J. F. 
Dillon, Hon. Luko P. Poland, Professor 
Baldwin, ot Tale, and otbors. 


Judjo Poland called the meotlng to order 


nnil introduced the president of tho associa- 
tion, Hon. John W. Stevenson, of Coving- 
tun. 
Ky., who made a very able and inter- 


eating address on tho important laws and 
amendments by congress and the legislatures 
of tho states. 


Mr. Field submitted th» report of tho 


special committee appointed to consider and 
report "Whether the present delay and un- 
certainty in judicial administration can.be 
lessoned, and if so by what means," 
Tho 


report was adopted. The substance of the, 
report was that most of the blame for the 
delay and uncertainty which had been under 
discussion rests upon tho profession in both 
its brunches, whether on the bench or at tho 
bur. Ho said: 


Wo are a host in numbers, we havo influ- 


ence direct and Indirect, greater than thai 
of any other profession or class of mon in 
the country; wo know best tho laws of tho 
land as they are and what tlioy ought to be; 
we can make ourselves hoard aud heeded In 
overy legislative hall, in overy executive 
chamber and on every bench of justice. 
The ordering of now trials should bo re- 
stricted to casos whore it is apparent that 
injustice bos boon done. 


In conclusion ho said that tho time al- 


lowod for appealing should bo shortened, 
that greater attention must be paid to the 
selection'of judges, that the law Itself should 
be reduced to tho form o£ a statute, that 
statistics of litigation be collected acd pub- 
lished yearly.

clta regions of Pennsyh 
to bo forcibly impressed by the largo num- 
ber ot boys, many of them ot o very tondor 
nge, employed in tho collieries as drivers ot 
mulos and door tondors, and in tho scroon- 
room as slato pickers. 
Many of thoso little 


men, who with thoir grimy faces and hard- 
ened bauds look liko a strange race of human 
boingn, aro undar tho age of 11! years, 
but thoy porform a.most Important task in 
tho (Treat work of preparing tho dusky au- 
thracito for tho market, In tho mines as 
mulo drivers those hardy lads nro invalu- 
able. They sing and whistlo and laugh and 
play umid'thoir gloomy surroundings, aad 
thoy can manage tho erratic mule better 
than most- men. Thoy drive tho loaded 
cars from the working chambers to tho foot 
of the shaft up which tho coal Is hoisted to 
the tower ot the broakor, and they talro tha 
"empties" back to tho mon who blast down 
•the coal, from tho "breast" 


As a general thing 'tho boys employed as 


mule drivers aro older and stronger than 
those who work in tho screen rooms of the 
breakers. .Tho duties ot tho lattor consist 
In sorting tho slato from tho broken coal, 
which flows in .black stroams down a nuni- 
bur of chutes from^the ponderous machinory 
In which tlio gloaming anthracite boulders 
nro broken into tho roquislto sizes. Tho 
slate pickers sit in rows astrldo these chutos, 
Uioir oyos fiieil stoadily on tho brokon coal 
that brushes'past them down tho steep in- 
cline, and their flngers nimbly at work pick- 
ing out tho black, dull pieces of slate that 
nro mixed with tho glistening anthracite. 
During this flow of coal down tho cnutos no 
Hhirkiug is. tolerated. The boys must l:oep 
thoir eyes constantly on tho chutos and see 
to it that all tho bits ot slato are taken out 


In order to .tusaro strict attention on tbo 


part of these little workers a superintend- 
ent stands on guard, .with his eyes on the 
boys. This individual, who by tho nature 
of his occupation is usually disliked by tho 
nlato pickers, is known as a "crackor boss," 
tho breaker being sometimes called n coal 
cracker. Tho "crackor boss" must bo strict, 
therefore bo is considered severe. Some- 
times bo is the victim of varbus mLschiov- 
ous pranks. • His .whip la hidden, his chow- 
ing tobacco is lost, his hat Is mislaid, as 
»;omo other i'occldont" ot an embarrassing 
sort occurs whanover the opportunity pre- 
sents itself. If by any chance tho "crackor 
boss" is absent for a few minutes the screen 
room suddenly undergoes a transformation, 
«.nd the rofvs of little fallows who usually 
sit at their work with bowed heads give a 
forcible Illustration of the maiim that 
"boys will bo boys."

with coal mining have occurred In tho 
breakers among ' children who pick slate. 
Ijittlo follows have been ground to death in 
the massive machinery, and many of their 
comrades bavo lost thoir livos in tho effort 
to save thorn. Tho unsolflsh heroism of tho 
mon who work in tho minus bos had its 
counterpart among tho lad» in tbo coal 
broakor, and instances could bo tnontionod 
of this child heroism ot th« screen room. 
When the little follows first go to work at 
slate picking thoy find the task sovore and 
painful. 
Sitting in a stooping position amid 


clouds of coal dust if painful, and tiny 


ngers are cruelly cut and bl»d by contact 
ith tho pieces of coal which aro as sharp 
s bits ot brokon "class. In time tho bands 
ocomo hardened and so do the boys, so that 
'hat was at first rogarded as n slavery 
loms comparatively oasy. 
In tho coal breakers especially many bun- 
rods ot children aro employed under the 
;o of 12 years. Thero ara instancos of be- 
ig sent to pick slato oven at 6 years of 
^e, and any number may bo found in tbe 
oreon-room between .6 and *J.

A Spring Prophecy—Tho "Juuo Drop"— 


Train Aftor Train JCoiuJod- 


CKow York 'World.]

length of tho peninsula the poach grows 
naturally as com, and tboro aro few farm 
era r.ear railroads or water-courses wh 
havo nob orchards of greater or loss exten' 
Some poaches are already being shipped to 
tho northern markets, but tho most impor 


• tant shipments aro yot to coma. Every on 
loves u nico, ripe, juicy peach, and tho ox 
tent of the crop and consequent price of th 
peacho* becomes therefore a matter of un" 
versal interest 


Every spring'as rogtilarly as thoyoar 


roll round the prophecy goes forth that lato 
frosts havo killed tho buds and that thar 
will ho no poaches tho following summer 
and though there is frequently somo dango 
of tin's boing truOj nearly overy summo 
proves tho falsity of tho prophecy. Th 
troos fond forth their blossoms very early i 
tbo spring, and thoso tondor littlo fiowoi 
aro very suscoptiblo to tha influence of cole 
It is on tliis account that every littlo sudde 
return to colder weather, to which ou 
springs aro liable, calls forth tho mos 
lugubrious predictions from the grumblers. 
Another element of uncertainty in 
early estimates oE tho crop is what i 
called tlio "Juno drop." 
At tho first ap 


pronch of warm weather the treos bogi 
to take on a redder hue, and soon th 
little pink blossoms begin to burst forth 
moro coming oach day, until tho vas1 
orchards present a complete blazo of glory 
with their coverings of pink and white bios 
sonis, and hero and thero a green lea 
thrusting its pointed nose wherever ic cai 
find an opening. The appoaranco of a larg 
pink orchard in full bloom bos boon th 
cau.se of frequent remark by all who ever 
saw one. 


As tho blossom, withers and falls oft the 


minute, pale-green peach is loft hanging in 
its place, and if no lato frosts havodostroyot 
tbo germs tha number of thoso littlo peache 
is almost; equal to tho number of blossoms. 
Should they all, or near all, mature, no troc 
would bo strong enough to boar its load, anc 
tho consequence would bo tho splitting o" 
of ovary limb before tbo poaches had at- 
tained half their size. Here Dame Nature 
stops Iu to adjust; matters, and during th< 
month of Juno, when tbo fruit begins to as- 
sumo its well-known form and color, th' 
troos are relieved of tboir surplus load, anc 
all that can not ha conveniently carried 
drop to the ground. This is what is called 
tho "Juno drcp." 


Soon tbo Holds will bo swarming with hu 


man beings mounted on step-ladders, boxes 
barrels and everything available, plucking 
tbo fruit for thoir city customers. Even 
tbo "irarnp"—tbat otherwise useless membor 
o£ society—Is pressed into service, and hi 
works with a viai and energy ho is never 
known to use ou any otbor occasion. Train 
after train will bo loaded, and all day one 
all night they will follow one anotbor in 
rapid succession on their way to northern 
market?. Of course, the destiny of most of 
this fruic will bo 3Sew York, which is fibo 
groat market of tho country for ovorytbinsr. 
Tbo steamboats plying up tho Maryland 
rivers will, however, carry much of it to 
Baltimore, which city, on account of it-, 
numerous cunning odtablislimonts, id a for- 
midable rival oJ Xow York as a peach 
market

ployment to thousands of hands and at 
quite remunerative wage?. The cannerioi 
and evaporator.-? require many hands, as 
ivoll as tbo growers, and thus all available 
abor ia usod at this season.
